Deputy Inspector General Donny Michael (0258-L) joined 
the Indian Coast Guard on 06 July 1990. 

2. On 09 September 2012, Indian Coast Guard Ship 
Samudra Prahari was rushed at 1800 hours to render 
assistance to the merchant vessel Amsterdam Bridge which 
reported fire onboard due to explosion of one of her 
dangerous cargo containers just outside the Mumbai 
harbour. The vessel had 20 crew onboard. 

3. The officer sailed out the ship with a skelatal crew. 
After arriving in the area, as the On Scene Commander 
(OSC), he positioned his ship at a distance of 30-40 meters 
from the vessel on fire and started water spraying operations 
with the ship's External Fire Fighting (EFF) system. This 
was a calculated risk on the part of the officer as chances 
of explosion on the merchant vessel and consequent 
spreading of toxic fumes was a serious threat. This 
dangerous positioning for fire fighting (FF) in rough and 
poor visibility conditions was carried out for 18 hours, till 
the merchant vessel was out of danger. 

4. The officer exuded extreme courage in the demanding 
situation during the FF operations. During the operations, 
the officer optimally utilized diffrent support vessels which 
arrived on the scene to augment fire fighting efforts. Post 
fire extinguishment, the officer ensured effective deflooding 
arrangement by the merchant vessel through appointed 
salvors.

Assistant Commandant Chakshender Kumar (0936-C) 
joined the Indian Coast Guard on 07 July 2010. 

2. The 842 Squadron (Coast Guard) was ordered to launch 
search and rescue (SAR) at first light on 05 August 2012 
for the missing fishermen from capsized fishing boat 
Dayasagar off Arnala Fort. Assistant Commandant 
Chakshender Kumar, who was the Co-Pilot for the mission, 
promptly set about to facilitate an early launch by 
proactively ensuring fuel planning, flight plan clearance 
and liaison with the Naval authorities to enable take-off. 
The officer's presence of mind and accurate inputs helped 
the pilot sketch out the search plan to establish the 
probable position of the survivors. Upon conducting a 
close search in the probable area around 0710 hours, four 
survivors in strong seas were sighted clinging onto floating 
fishing buoys and thermocol pieces pummelled by the waves. 
He facilitated perfect crew co-ordination aiding the first 
pilot to concentrate on hovering over the survivors in the 
violent raging sea. The officer's proactive resource 
management helped the pilot to keep all parameters within 
limits and exploit the aircraft to the maximum. His prompt 
actions as a co-pilot and co-ordination in trying 
circumstances were a key factors in the team work to rescue 
the four missing fishermen who had been lost at sea.

CITATION 

Bangalan Sasi, Uttam Sahayak Engineer (Engine Room), 
07355-S joined the Indian Coast Guard on 11 March 1994. 
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2. On 09 September 2012, Indian Coast Guard Ship 
(ICGS) Samudra Prahari was rushed at 1800 hours to render 
assistance to the merchant vessel Amsterdam Bridge, which 
reported fire on board due to explosion of one of her 
dangerous cargo containers just outside the Mumbai 
harbour. The vessel had 20 crew members onboard. 
Responding to the emergency, the ship sailed with skeletal 
crew. The subordinate officer (SO), carried out the entire 
emergency starting drills and ensured availability of 
machineries and equipment in this complicated task. The 
prevailing rough sea condition and the requirement of 
keeping the ship stationery resulted in heavy rolling and 
frequent loss of suction of the sea water system. This 
rendered the ship in dangerous proximity to the burning 
merchant vessel as the ship was only at a distance of 30 
to 40 meters from the vessel. The SO carried out the watch 
alone during the initial period and also ensured regular 
purging of sea water system for safe and continuous 
availability of propulsion system. He was constantly exposed 
to the danger of the ship's machinery failure, risk of fire and 
poisonous fumes emanating from the merchant vessel. 
Despite that, he single handedly managed the Engine Room 
to provide all equipment to the bridge so as to enable 
prompt action for fighting fire by the command team. 

3. The SO's resourcefulness in providing all the assistance 
resulted in the successful completion of the fire fighting 
operation. 

4. Bangalan Sasi, Uttam Sahayak Engineer (Engine Room), 
07355-S has accredited himself well and therefore he is 
awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).
